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Student Government? 



Last Monday night there was a stu- 
dent body meeting. It was perhaps the 
most important one of the year — ■ 
particularly for juniors and underclass- 
men. 

At this meeting nominations were 
taken for next year's Student Govern- 
ment officers. Slates were announced 
and nominations taken for the presidents 
of Honor Council, of the Recreation and 
Inter-Club Associations and of the 

ywcA. 

These are recognized as the most 
important positions at Mary Washing- 
ton. The girls who are elected to them 
fill, under the present system of student 
government, be the policy makers, the 
administrators of student life next 
year. In short, they will be the leaders 
and representatives of the student body. 

Perhaps the importance of these 
offices, their effect on each student 
individually, has not been sufficiently 
emphasized. 

In a school of nearly 1700 students, 
500 can hardly be considered a quorum. 
Yet that is the number of girls who 
were present at Monday night's meeting. 

The implications of such a situation 
raise doubt in some minds as to whether 
or not Mary Washington student* really 
wish to govern t hemselves. The dis- 



interest was shown not only in the small 
number of girls attending the meeting, 
but also in the almost total lack of 
response among those who were present. 

In questioning the students' desire 
for self-government, it is necessary to 
seek a reason for their apparent dis- 
interest. 

The most obvious answer is responsi- 
bility, or. more accurately, the fear of 
responsibility. 

Girls nominated for offices in campus 
organizations, large ones and small ones, 
refuse the job or accept it reluctantly. 
Why? 

Judging from the student body meet- 
ing Monday night, girls are even backing 
away from the responsibility of choos- 
ing their own officers. 

Is it true that the average students 
here is so fearful of criticism, so lacking 
in self-confidence that she will not even 
accept the responsibility of making up 
her own mind? 

Student Government means govern- 
ment by the students. If girls continue 
to refuse the job of choosing their offi- 
cers and cooperating with them, the 
whole concept of student government 
becomes a worthless farce. 

Mary Washington students must be- 
gin to accept their responsibilities or 
they must abandon the ides of SGA.

Mr. Vincent Willets, Superinten- 
dent of Buildmgs and Grounds 
gave the actual story on Thurs- 
day evening, February 16. A pipe 
burst near Monroe. After this was 
fixed it was noted that there was 
no water pressure in the old four- 
inch mainline of which the Mon- 
roe pipe is a part. This four-inch 
pipe conducts water to the older 
dorms such as Ball, West- 
moreland, etc. The exact cause 
of the diminished pressure was. 
as of that date, undetermined. It 
was presumed that scale and rust 
were released when the water re- 
sumed flowmg, and this material 
is lodged somewhere in • valve 
or joint. 

Eight-Inch Line 

The newer dorms are connected 
to an eicht-inch line, and attempts 
are being made to connect the 
older dorms to this pipe line as 
well as to discontinue usage of the 
four-inch line altogether. The 
newer dorms and some of the 
other buildings have had their 
water shut off only while efforts 
were made to connect the older 
buildings to the larger pipelines. 
With the new connection it will 
not be necessary to shut off all 
campus water at one time. 

Some of the men attempting to 
remedy the MWC Drought have 
been working in eighteen-hour- 1 
long shifts. Mr. Willets has spent 
several all-night, sessions on the 
problem and was anticipating an- f 
other when interviewed. He said 
that every effort was being made 
to remedv the situation as quickly 
as possible. 

Serious as things are, the hu- 
morous aspects of the situation 
are seen in the various ways stu- 
dents attempt to adapt themselves 
to the lack of plumbing. 

Suggestions are being made for 
rewriting the Alma Mater. The 
new version would be something 
like "Dry on Marye's hilltop . . ."
